The educational propaganda was fur- 
thered by weekly bulletins to the news- 
papers of Wisconsin ; by the publication 
of The Crusader ; by the distribution of 
150,000 pieces of literature. 8,000 fac- 
tory posters, 100,000 dodgers in the in- 
terests of spitting ; 134 public lectures 
with a total 
attendance of nearly 


65,000; the distribution of standard 
works in libraries, and in many other 
ways.

Under "General Campaigns" it is 


shown that the association started the 
campaign for an open-air school in Mil- 
waukee, now definitely promised for 
next year ; increased the registration 
of cases of consumption by circular let- 
ters to physicians and by arousing gen- 
eral interest ; carried on a successful 
campaign for the abolition of the com- 
mon drinking cup and is now engaged 
in a campaign against the filthy com- 
mon roller towel in public places. 
Other campaigns were for better fac- 
tory sanitation, for street sprinkling 
and oiling as health measures, and 
against the exposure of foodstuffs to 
filth.

Its Rule Among the Hindus Abso- 


lute and Unchangeable. 


THE POWER OF THE BMTHMAN 


All the Wealth of the World Would 


Not En*bU a Lower Cast* Hindu to 
Wod Into Hi» Family or Touch Hit 
Hand—Tyrannical Social Divisions. 
Caste distinction la India In a thing 


difficult for a foreigner to comprehend. 
All the racial or religious distinction* 
wblcb separate European nations from 
each other and divide them within 
themselves do not equal the number of 
classes Into wblcb tbe Hindus are di- 
vided by what la known as "caste." 


Tbe 200.000.000 Hindus are made up 


of diverse racial elements and speak 
about nineteen developed languages 
and over 100 dialects. They are again 
divided Into o^ er 3,000 castes, most of 
them wttb subcastes. 
One of these 


castes, the Brabmans. Is split up into 
more than 800 subcastes, of which none 
will Intermarry and few will eat to- 
gether. 


Tbe term "caste" includes so many 


things that it Is difficult to define It 
There are. however, two properties es- 
sential to a true caste—first, there Is no 
entry except by birth; second, mar- 
riage outside tbe caste Is absolutely 
forbidden. To preserve the purity and 
maintain the excluslvencss of the so- 
ciety many minute rules of conduct 
many restrictions on food and many 
ceremonial observances are Imposed on 
| the members and enforced by penalties 


which cannot be evaded, against which 
there is no appeal and which In ex- 
treme cases follow tbe offender beyond 
thf» grave. 


But that is not all. The relations of 


castes to each other are as much a 
matter of religious observance as the 
rules for their internal regulation. The 
Brafamans are tbe highest admittedly 
and undoubtedly superior to all the 
rest After them come those who are 
acknowledged to be twice born. The 
less honored follow In a graduated de- 
scent unti! the untouchable and un- 
speakable are reached at tbe lowest 
i»epth.

All tbe wealth of Croesus will not 
able him to make an alliance with a 
Brahman family or to touch a Brah- 
man's band Tbe members of a caste 
may and in some cases do raise them- 
selves tn the sight of other castes by 
adopting more elaborate ceremonies 
and more scrupulous observances. 


A half civilized Gond, for example, 


may find himself brought into contact 
witb Hindus as tbe plow encroaches 
on tbe forest. He tries to raise bis po- 
sition and add to bis self respect bv 
adopting tbe exclusiveness of bis Hin- 
du neighbors. 
He will even outdo 


them if be can. and if tbe Hindu is 
scrupulous about bis food tbe convert 
will wash the very wood with which 
bis dinner is cooked. 


No endeavors of this kind, however, 


will avail to lessen by a hair's breadth 
tbe distance between him and tbe j 
caste Hindu or even to induce tbe 
Hindu barber to look upon him as a ; 
client whose chin he may shave and 
whose toe nails be may pare without 
degradation. 


Another point connected with caste 


which has a very practical bearing 
and must be taken into account is the 
power of coercion which it gives to tbe 
brotherhood. If a man is excommuni- 
cated bv his caste fellows nobody in 
the caste will marry him or will ac- 
cept water from bis bands or will eat 
witb him. 
__ 


If be is married his wife will not 


touch bim or speak to him. 
He is 


dead to bis family. The priest will not 
perform ceremonies for him. Tbe vil- 
lage barber will not shave bim, and 
tbe washerwoman will not wash bis 
clothes. These are the methods of 
bringing pressure on tbe man. Tbe 
strictest boycott which Irishmen have 
invented is mild compared to the final 
sentence of a caste punchavat. 


A system like this is a stern fact 


wblcb has to be faced. There is not a 
police case or a civil case or a trial at 
tbe sessions, there is hardly an ap- 
pointment to an office in India of 
whatever degree, tn which tbe matter 
of caste has not to be considered. It 
forces Itself Into every assessment of 
land revenue. Into every adjudication 
of rent. It affects tbe administration 
of Justice, tbe proceedings of munici- 
pal and district councils. 


Tbe Influeoce and power of tbe 


Brabman and tbe Idea that he is 
shore tbe law and is not to be pun- 
ished as other people are still alive, 
although a century of British Justice 
has done something toward eradicat- 
ing them.

our Lord's closing of earth life In the 
Spring of the year about the season at 
|Whlch that occurred. 
But Truth Is 


always precious to us aud has always 
'profitable lessons. 


Jesus was a Jew and was, therefore, 


obligated to every feature of the Mo- 
saic Law. He came not to destroy the 
Law, but to fulfill it. Today's study 
points us to the fulfillment of one fea- 
ture of the Law—the Passover; not 
that it is already entirely fulfilled, but 
that the antitype has for more than 
eighteen centuries been in process of 
fulfillment and the complete fulfillment, 
sure to come, Is, we believe, near at 
hand. 
To appreciate this study we 


must have clearly in mind the type:— 


Approximately 3,500 years ago God 


delivered the people of Israel from the 
despotic power of Pharaoh, King of 
Egypt. Time after time Pharaoh had 
refused to let the people go, preferring 
to bold them n<s chattels, slaves. Time 
after time God had sent plagues upon 
Egypt as chastisements. Under the In- 
fluence of each plague Pharaoh repent- 
ed and through Moses entreated God 
for mercy upon himself, and for the 
people relief from the plague. Never- 
theless, every manifestation of Divine 
mercy tended only to harden his heart 
until finally the tenth plague, the se- 
verest of all, was necessary 
That 


plague consisted in the execution of 
the death sentence against all the first- 
born of Egypt. But the Israelites in 
Egypt were exempt from Its provisions 
under certain conditions 
Each fam- 


ily was required to have its own lamb, 
not a bone of which was to be broken. 
Its blood was sprinkled upon the door- 
posts of the house and the family, as- 
sembled within, partook of its flesh 
•with unleavened bread and 
bitter 


herbs, pilgrim-like, with staff in hand, 
ready for departure out of Egypt In 
the morning. 


Israel's First-borns Passed Over 


When that night the Divine sen- 


tence slew all of Egypt's first-borns, 
the first-borns of Israel were passed 
'over or spared; hence the name—Pass- 
over. And this ceremony, as a re- 
minder of the great blessing of the 
Lord upon Israel, was commanded to 
be observed yearly as a memorial of 
God's goodness and because it typed, 
or illustrated, a still greater mercy 
and blessing yet to come. 


A little later on those spared first- 


borns were exchanged for one of the 
tribes—LevL 
Thereafter the LeTltes 


were the passed-over first-borns and 
were specially devoted to God and his 
service. 


The Antitypical Fulfillment 


Those experiences of the Israelites 


and their first-born ones were very real 
and properly very interesting to them? 
but they are still more interesting to 
Christians, who themselves are anti- 
types now being passed over. 
By 


Christians we do not mean all who 
merely make profession, nor all who 
attend Church, however regularly. We 
mean merely the saintly few who are 
now being called and being tested as 
to faithfulness to the Lord and by 
faith being passed over—from death 
unto life. 
These are Scripturally 


styled. '-The Church of the first-borns, 
whose names are written in heaven1' 
(Hebrews xii, 23). As the deliverance 
of the nation of Israel from Egypt 
toott place after the sparing or passing

HprlnUled ii|K>n the door-posts of his 
people's hearts, and hia flesh, the merit 


I uf his earthly [wrfectiou, was to be 


i eaten or appropriated by them in their 


iniuds. 
With it they were to eat tbe 


unleavened bread of the Divine prom* 
ises and the bitter herbs of trials and 
adversities, and withal they were to 
drink wine, the blood of the grape, 
symbolically implying their participa- 
tion with the Lamb in his ignominy 
and sufferings. 


The Lamb of God, Jesus, the antltyp* 


ical Passover Lamb, wus slain nearly 
nineteen centuries ago on the exact 
anniversary of the killing of the typical 
lambs.

"The results of the comparison are

sible with vehicles on land or ships on the sea. 
To the makers of engines the airman says. "Give 
me more power, which si^lls speed." To the build- 
ers of aeroplanes he cries. "Construct me plan.-s 
capable of the maximum of speed." 


And the speed of aeroplanes has been creeping 


up. At first it was 2T, rn:>s an hour. Then came 
40.

As a weH-known 
maker remarked to me the other <3ay, 'Each motor 
which we turn out nowadays marks a step tip a 
ladder of progress; And the engines for aircraft 
are not only being ma^e more reliable, bat they 
also weigh less than they did at first for each 
horsepower of energy produced.
